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TOMB IN A TOWER. 


A Remarkable Edifice, the Whim of a 
Wealthy ‘Tea Planter. 

Near the well known seaport of 
Southampton, Enginnd, there is-a re 
markable edifice known as Petersen's 
tower. The erection is all the more sin- 
guiar because it marks the burying 
place of a certain Joho Petersen, a 
wealthy tea planter. 

The man appears to bave been rath- 
er an eccentric individual, and in or. 
der to prove to the world his belief in 
concrete as a building material set 
about the construction of this great 
tower. The building took many years 
to complete, but is entirely of con- 
crete and by the time the final layers 
had been placed bad reached an alti- 
tude of more than 3U0 feet. It is about 
forty years since the tower was erect- 
ed, and its present condition is certain- 
ly a justification of the faith of the 
builder. 

As has been indicated, Petersen left 
{instructions that his body should be 
placed under the tower, and this was 
accordingly carried out, Another de- 
sire that the chamber at the summit 
should contain a light was defeated by 
the firm stand which Trinity House, 
the lighthouse authority, took on the 
matter. Such an illumination would 
have been visible for miles out to sea 
and would naturally have proved very 
misleading to sailors.—Scientific Amer- 
ican.

Upon the tech- 
nical knowledge and executive abil- 
ity of the officers of the Forestry 
Branch depends the future of the 
forests on 16,000,000 acres of Do 
minion Forest Reserves, as-well as 
upon the large area of non-agricul- 
tural forest land in Western Canada, 
which for the good of the country 
may yet be set aside as permanent 
forest reserves. Jn addition to look- 
ing after Dominion lands the For- 
estry Branch is now being asked by 
Eastern land owners to furnish ad- 
vice as to the best means of secur- 
ing at the earliest date a profitable 
crop of timber on weste land or 
wood-lots. The proper administra- 
tion of forest lands requires a spec- | 
ial knowledgé of the trees best adapt- 
ed to each region, of their uses, and 
of the markets.

Wipe four quarts small unripe cu- 
cumbers. Put in a jar and add one 
cup salt dissolved in two quarts boil- 
ing water and let stand three days. 
Drain cucumbers from _ brine, bring 
brine to the boiling point, pour over 
cucumbers, cover and again let stand 
three days; repeat. Drain, wipe cu- 
cumbers, and pour over one gallon 
boiling water in which one tablespoon 
alum has been dissolved. Let stand 
six hours, then dfain from alum 
water. Cook cucumbers ten minutes, 
a few at a time. In one-fourth the 
following mixture—strain the remain- 
ing three-fourths over the cucumbers, 
which, have been put in a stone jar. 
For the-mixture-mix-one gallon vine- 
gar, four red peppers, two sticks cin- 
namon, two tablespoons cloves, bring 
to the boiling point and let simmer 
ten minutes.

ITALY HAS DECLARED WAR ON 
TURKEY 


Turkey Has a Large Standing Army 
But the Italian Fleet is Much Su- 
perior to That of Turkey—Fight 
Opened With the Sinking of a 
Turkish Destroyer Before Tripoli— 
Tripoli is The Storm Centre. 


Saloniki, European Turkey. — An 
Italian cruiser has déstroyed a Turk- 
ish destroyer in the harbor of Prevesa, 
in Epirus and landed troops. The 
Turkish authorities are sending a bat- 
talion of troops to Prevesa. 

Following is the text of the declara- 
tion which the Italian Charge handed 
to the Porte: 

“The Italian embassadory carrying 
out the orders of the king has the hon- 
or to notify you that the delay accord. 
ed by the royal government to the 
Porte, with relation to certain neces- 
sary measures has expired, without a 
satisfactory reply reaching the Ital- 
ian government. The lack of this re- 
ply only confirms the bad will, or 
want of power, of which the Turkish 
government and authorities have giv- 
en such frequent proof, and especially 
with regard to the rights and inter- 
ests of Italians in Tripoli and Cyrena. 

“The rqyal government is obliged 
itself, to safeguard its rights and in- 
terests as well as honor and dignity 
by all means at its disposal. Events 
which follow can only be regarded as 
the necessary consequence of conduct, 
followed so long by the Turkish au- 
thorities. 

“The relations of peace and friend- 
ship being. therefore. interrupted be- 
tween the two cuntries Italy consid- 
ers herself from this moment in a state 
of war with Turkey. I have therefore 
the honor to make known to Your 
Highness that passports will be plac- 
ed at the disposal of the charge d’af- 
faires at Rome and I beg Your High- 
ness to hand passports to the repre- 
sentaives of the Italian government. 

“Ottoman subjects may continue to 
reside in Italy without fear of an at- 
tack upon their persons, property, or 
affairs.” 

London.—State of war exists be- 
tween Italy and Turkey and _ hostili- 
ties have begun. ‘ 

No sooner had the limit fixed in 
the ultimatum expired than, ignoring 
Turkey’s conciliatory request for a 

riod of delay, Italy declared war. 

he Turkish ‘representatives apparent- 
ly were handed their passports. The 
Turkish commander at Tripoli was 
asked to surrender the town, but dé- 
clined, and the Italian forces immedi- 
ately occupied Tripoli and Benghazi. 
Apparently the Turks offered no re- 
sistance, but this is only an assump- 
tion, as immediately on landing the 
Italians seized the telegraph lines. 
From the hour of their landing no 
message of any kind has been received 
from Tripoli, and despatches sent to 
that place remained unanswered. Fur- 
thermore, a Constantinople despatch 
announcing Italian occupation § of 
Tripoli makes no mention of resist- 
ance, and says that a mere protest by 
the governor would be in line with 
Turkey’s announced policy. The 
Turkish cabinet, which had been for 
some time insecure, resigned as soon 
as war was declared, and a new minis- 
try was formed under Said Pasha, but 
the former able war minister, Mah- 
mond Shefket Pasha, wds retained. 

Constantinople—Turkey’s war min- 
ter, according to the reports current 
here recently, has received a despatch 
from the late Turkish military attache, 
who has resumed command of the 
troops at Tripoli, stating that the Ital- 
ians had disembarked, but the Turks 
succeeded in sinking the first two 
barges. It is rumored also that Ital- 
ian forces have landed both at Tripoli 
and Benghazi. 

The Turkish cabinet has resigned. 
Said Pasha; assuming the office of 
grand vizier, and Kiamil Pasha that 
of foreign minister. Mahamod Shekft 
Pasha continues as ministers of war. 
The Italian charge d’affaires, Signor 
Dimertino, handed the Porte this af- 
ternoon a communication intimating 
the intention of Italy to proceed with 
the measures outlined in the ultima- 
tum. This was tauntamount to a dec- 
laration of war, and as a state of war 
would give Italy greater freedom of 
action in the Turkish waters, there is 
much apprehension regarding the 
Turkish war vessels at present steam- 
ing in the direction of the Dardan- 
elles, 

The British ambassador here is con- 
cerned for the British officers with 
the Turkish squadron, and is instruct- 
ing their government for their recall. 
The question of the protection of Ital- 
ian subects in Turkey is engaging the 
attention of Italian authorities. we is 
thought that a request will be made 
to Germany to undertake the protec- 
tion of the Italian escutcheons, The 
national emblems have been removed 
from the embassy, the consulate, and 
schools with a view to preventing out- 
breaks. , 

The newspapers publish the state- 
ment that Italian battleships have 
appeared off Smyrna and Saloniki.

Quebec, Que.—Captain Bernier, the 
Canadian explorer, moored his steam- 


cently, and g 
northern trip —o the press. ; 

He left Québec with a crew of 36 
on July 7, 1910, and brought all back 
well. He went within 25 miles of 
Bank’s Land, at the entrance of the 
Northwest passage, which he might 
have made but would not risk his ship 
and those on board, as the ice was 
the worst he had ever seen. The ship 
took 15 days to make one hundred and 
fifty miles, a large amount of old ice 
being congealed with the new. 

On the way up Captain Bernier 
made four caches in order to have pro- 
visions on his return. These were at 
Point Inland. Erebus Bay, Dealey Isle 
and Winter Harbor. He had intended 
to winter at Admiralty inlet, but this 
was so blocked with ice that he could | 
not get in, and he wintered at Arctic 
Bay, which he reached on September 
15, 1910. 

After they received mails fom Can- 
ada on August 10, 1910, at Baffin’s 
Land, the party heard nothing from, 
civilization till they reached Father 
Point. . 

The Arctic left its winter quarters 
for home on July 7, 1911, and had diffi- 
culty even then in fighting its way 
out. 

No new land was discovered or tak- 
en possession of, but 300 miles of coast 
was surveyed during the winter from 
Cape Kater to Lakes Fury and Hecla.

Chicago Jeweller and His Wife Held

New York.—A rubber. stocking and 
a petticoat with 25 pockets in it are 
the means by which Rudolph New- 
man, a Chicago jeweller, and his wife 
are alleged to have tried to smuggle | 
diamonds and others precious stones 
and. jewellery into this country.

stones, said to be worth about $5,000.

There were 43 reindeer in three carg, 
and the fourth car was stocked with 
reindeer food, moss and grass. The 
reindeer are the representatives of the 
species with which the department of 
the interior has planned to stock the 
district of Mackenzie. The animals 
are to be used for carrying purposes 
in long reaches of the north in place 
of dogs. 

The consignment of reindeer. left 
Newfoundland on September \8 and 
passed through Quebec on September

The reindeer will be taken by rail as 
far as Stony Creek, sixty miles north 
of Edmonton, and from ‘that point 
they will be taken overland to Atha- 
basca Landing.

At Athabasca Land- 
ing the animals will be placed in 
scows and floated down the Athabasca 
River to Fort Smith, which is their 
destination. They will have travelled 
fully 5,000 miles by the time their 
journey is at an end.

No one does this more 
plainly than Ezekiel in chapter xxxvii, 
21-28. The last eight chapters of this 
book describe the temple that is yet to 
be builded «and the glory that shall 
fill the house when He will dwell in 
the midst of the children of Israel for- 
ever (xliii, 1-7; xliv, 4-16). The name 
of the city from that day shall be, 
“The Lord is there,’’ Jehovah. sham- 
mah (chapter xiviii, 35, margin). 

_ This story of the river of life, with 
its trees for meat and fruit and health, 
takes us back to the garden of Eden 
and on to the kingdom.
